domain 
each year in 
numbers 
which, 
while 
never 
accurately 
computed, are estimated to reach 
at least a half of the 
state’s 
population. 
The 
title has of 
course been unofficially 
confer­ 
red and its usurption by another 
sister state might possibly create 
another Civil war, which could 
have no better 
neutral setting 
than this historic battle ground. 
The state endeavoring to wrest 
the title away from Ohio, accord­ 
ing to the (dfieial spokesman of 
the local observers, is none other 
than New 
York. 
Ouring the 
last few days there have been so 
many different automobiles bear­ 
ing the license, or in this case 
the “banner” of Al Smith’s do­ 
mains, that the impression is got­

Some tipple grower* have found, 
much to their surprise, th a t some of 
their 
fruit, 
especially 
th a t 
being 
grown in low places, has been nipped 
by the frost of the last ten days, and 
one orchardist estim ates the loss in 
apples in these sections to be as much 
as 95 per cent. 
While m any growers, 
whose 
o r­ 
chards lie on ground th a t is higher 
and not so apt to be hit by the frosts, 
were of the opinion th a t little or no 
dam age was done to the fruit this 
year by the recent cold spell a few 
of them, 
upon 
close 
examination, 
found their buds had been nipped. 
However, the prediction was made 
by one of the leading grow ers th a t if 
the apple crop this year is but one 
half of last year’s crop, the produc­ 
tion will equal the best year which 
the growers have previously had. 
New Orchard- "C ome In" 
W’hile some persons were doubtful 
of this seemingly paradoxical asser­ 
tion, it was pointed out th a t the crop 
last year was so large, and such a 
large quantity, estim ated a t 25 per 
cent, left 
unharvested, 
th a t 
if 
the 
y ie ld reaches only fifty per cent it 
will still be a banner year. 
The reason assigned 
for 
such 
a 
large crop last year was th a t never 
before in recent years had so many 
o r c h a r d s reached their full yield as 
was the case last year. 
In. addition to 
the obi orchards reaching their peak, 
a number of young orchards came into 
bearing and these “ newcomers” were 
instrum ental in setting 
the 
record 
for a county yield. 
Indications 
this 
year 
are that a 
number 
of 
the 
growers whose o r­ 
chards were not in full bearing last 
year will get bumper crops and these j 
count for a great deal in keeping up; 
the county average.
